ing  haste  to  la*  rich.  Both  had  lived  oth¬ 
erwise  honorable  and  useful  lives.  liii>okH, 
as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  NVw  York 
Esprr m,  fought  valiantly  for  more  tluin  a 
quarter  of  a  centmy  iu  the  same  conflict 
which  enlisted  the  Services  of  Gerard  Hal- 
lock,  of  the  Jonru'ylff  Commerce,  James 
Gordon  lknnelt,  of  the  Herald,  and  Horace 
(ireeley,  of  the  Tidhunf;  and  his  name  is 
inseparably  connected  with  the  rise  and 
progress  of  modern  journalism  in  the  me' 
tropolis.  Varying  Widely  in  their  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  their  chumcteristics,  yet  each  ta¬ 
ilored  zealously,  ^emulating  each  other  in 
th**ir  enterprise,  and  to  them  lielougs  the 
credit  more  tliun  t<»  nnv  others,  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  proud  pre-einiieuee  of  the  New  York 
Press.  And  one  cannot  l>ut  mourn  over  the 
weakness  of  un  otherwise  honorable  life,  as 
he  rnfita  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Con¬ 
gressman  Janies  Brooks,  for  it  tells  its  own 
story  of  being  in  haste  to  be  rich  more 
»  tersely  and  oonvimiiugly  than  any  report  of 
a  Congressional  Investigating  Committee. 

The  career  of  Him.  Oakes  Ames  was  cm- 
phatic&Uy  that  of  ah  enterprising  merchant 
and  manufacturer,  in  which  he  acquired 
large  wealth,  and  maintained  throughout 
an  honorable  reputation.  And  it  was  only 
late  in  life  that  hej  became  engaged  in  pol¬ 
itics.  Here  it  would  seem  he  became  de¬ 
moralize^^'  that  while  Ins  intimate  friends 
and  neighbors  may  gratefully  remember 
and  cherish  the  memory  of  the  generous, 
open-hearted  and  open-handed,  enterpris¬ 
ing  old  man  ;  and  the  nation  -admire  the 
pluck  and  enterprise  which  conld  carry 
tlirongh  to  a  successful  completion  that 
great  iron  highwuyjjto  connect  the  Atlantic 
with  the  Pacific,  yet  will  they  longer  re¬ 
member  the  corruption  of  the  Credit  Mo¬ 
bilier,  and  that  system  of  legislation,  which 
placed  tilings  “where  they  would  do  the 
most  good.  ”  Ih  charity  to  the  departed, 
however  may  we  not  reverse  the  order  of 
that  celebrated  line  in  Byron’s  .Corsair  : 

**  Link  til  with  ft  virtue  ami  a  thousand  Crimea,” 

and  give  Oakes  Ames  for  his  epitaph  : 

•*  Linked  with  a  thousand  virtues  and  a  singl"  crime." 

But  passing  from  these  to  a  far  nobler 
nnd  more  distinguished  man.  it  is  with  most 
profound  sorrow  that  we  are  compelled  to 
record  the  death  of  Chief  Justice  Salmon 
P.  (’base — the  lapt  of  the  four  great  men 
whom  President  Lincoln  culled  into  his  Cab¬ 
inet. 

To  go  liack  to  the  old  Whig  and  Demo¬ 
cratic  era,  it  will  la?  found  that  Mr.  Chase 
stood  forth  a  pipneer  in  the  anti-slavery 
movement.  Onoe  a  Democrat  he  left  the 
party  in  the  zenith  of  its  power,  morally 
convinced  that  it  was  wrong  on  the  slavery 
question.  His  moral  courage  was  prover¬ 
bial,  not  a  follower  but  a  leader — in  this 
new  anti-slavery  iqovement.  To  him  more 
than  anybody  else,  perhaps,  should  la1  giv¬ 
en  the  credit  of  organizing  and  establishing 
what  was  then  the  new  Republican  party. 

As  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  bis  origi¬ 
nality  and  holdtyess  of  conception  were  no. 
less  apparent.  His  great  mind,  infertile  iu 
in  resource,  unbiased  and  uncontrolled,  en¬ 
abled  liim  to  inaugurate  aud  maintain  n 
*  banking  system  which  contributed  largely 
to  the  success  of  the  nation  in  its  hour  of 
peril.  When  all  ordinary  resources  failed 

to  rttrnjsh  money  for  the  war  he  set  in  mo- 

•  •  * 

tion  a  nnitpie  agency  for  placing  the  na¬ 
tional  loans  wlpeh  proved  instantly  and 
brilliantly  successful. .  He  invented  the  sy 
tem  of  five-twenties  and  ten-forties  for  th 
permanent  funding  of  the  national  debt ; 
aud  no  scheme  ha-s  yet  been  found  better 
than  this  in  the  completeness  and  flexibility 
of  its’ operation.  It  is  especially  worthy  to 
l»e  recorded  of  Mr.  Chase,  in  these  days  of 
public  malfeasance  in  office,  that  he  was  in- 
catTTflptiWe.  -He  discharged  his  duties  with 
flMty  ;  thr*  vilest  never  accused  him  of  self- 
seeking.  He  \tfent  efflt  from  the  Cabinet  a 
poorer  man  than  when  lie  went  in. 

When  the  great  struggle  was  over,  and  the 
supremacy  of  the  Union  established,  he  w  as 
called  to  preside  over  that  high  tribunal 
which  determines  ^  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land.  As  Chief  Justice,  he  maintained  the 
dignity  of  that  peerless  office  not  less  nobly 
than  apy  of  his  renowned  predecessors.  No 
lietter  tribute  to  his  memory  con  be  given
